In addition to life insurance you will need other 
protection against an unforeseen accident or illness 
which could deal a crippling financial blow from 
which you might never recover. Here a rr Hie vari­ 
ous kinds of insurance to consider. 


Automobile Insurance 


Automobile insurance that protects you in case 
you injure someone else or dam age property is the 
most important to have. You flirt with financial 
ruin if you do not carry such insurance. 


The car owner should have four" kinds of basic 
coverage; 


LIABILITY INSURANCE. This is the kind which 
is mandatory in three states and which is also most 
important lo have. Ii protects you against claims 
made by other persons, if the accident is your fault. 


You should have at least enough protection lo 
meet the requirements of* the financial or safety 
responsibility law of your state 


Rales Have Risen 


Rates for liability insurance have risen steadi­ 
ly, due to increases in accidents and the liberality of 
juries in handing oui fantastic sums for injuries. 
Everybody seems to be claim-conscious - a good 
reason why you are highly vulnerable if you do not 
carry enough liability coverage. 


MEDICAL PAYMENTS INSURANCE. If you 
or a passenger are injured in an accident while in 
your car, this kind of insurance would pay for medi­ 
cal expenses, including such items as ambulance 
service. 


FAMILY PROTECTION COVERAGE. This will 
cover you if you are injured by a hit-and-run driver, 
or by an uninsured motorist. It also is relatively in­ 
expensive. 


COM P R E II ENSI VE 
INSURANCE. 
This 
will 
compensate you direc tly if your car is stolen or 
damaged by fire, floods, or many other causes ex­ 
cept collision or upset. 


COLLISION INSURANCE. Under such a policy, 
the insurance company will pay up to the limits of 
the policy all but a specified amount of your repair 
bills if your car has been In an accident —- even if 
you were Ha* responsible party. 


Usual policies carry JTrf) or SKM) deductible 
clauses, meaning that the insurer will pay for dam ­ 
ages over those amounts, up to Hie actual cash value 
of your car. 


Rates Vary Greatly 
What will automobile insurance cost? Rates 
vary greatly, depending upon: 


Where you live. Rates usually are higher in big 
cities, relatively low in smaller communities or 
rural areas. 


What usi* you make of the car. One driven for 
business purposes requires a higher premium than 
one used solely for pleasure. 


Age of drivels. A family w ith a male driver un­ 
der 25 must pay higher premiums — in some cases 
double the regular premium - 
because accident 
frequency and severity among such drivers are ex­ 
tremely high. 


Your previous accident records, lf you have 
been responsible for several accidents within a short 
period, your prem ium s m ay bo increased in some 
states the next time you seek to renew your insur­ 
ance. Some companies offer lower rates to drivers 
who have a good driving record. 


Original value of your car or its present market 
value. A new car obviously costs more to replace 
than one five years old. Comprehensive and colli­ 
sion insurance rates reflect this difference.
